Kode9, aka Steve Goodman, is a London based DJ and 
producer who has been at the forefront of London's 
Dubstep scene since its inception around 2001. A DJ for 15 
years, he is a resident on East London's Rinse FM and at 
the Forward (FWD») club. He also runs the Hyperdub 
label, releasing tracks by Pressure (Kevin Martin), Burial 
and his own collaborations with vocalist Space Ape. 

acid rock, it was in Edinburgh that Goodman felt the first 
tremors of rave culture. His musical epiphany came in the 
mid-90s, via drum 'n' bass labels like Moving Shadow 
and Metalheadz. Jungle was not only the most sophisticated 

advance as sort of rave virus, disassembling and reassembling 
itself through dub methodology.These ideas mutated through 
a move to the Midlands and theoretical engagement with 
the Cybernetic Culture Research Unit (CCRU) at Warwick 


University, where, under Sadie Plant and Nick Land, 
Goodman and other PhD students merged rave culture with 
notions of postmodern/post-human theory, cybernetics, 
science fiction and Afrofuturism. 

After contributing to a number of experimental rave 
happenings and 12"s, Goodman moved to London. With the 
buoyancy of two-step Garage leaking away at the turn of 

to a new, skeletal blueprint, the foundation for the hyperactive 
lyricism of Grime and the echo spaces of Dubstep. The 
Hyperdub Website traced the growth of these scenes in their 
embryonic stages, with the Hyperdub label later providing 
an outlet for new releases. 

Current Kode9 projects include a forthcoming album with 
Space Ape, releasing the self-titled album by South London's 
Burial, and taking the dubwise sound of Kode9 on the road. 
The Jukebox took place at Kode9's studio in South London.
